'" "Witti activity on the question pE smoke prevention 


'again manifest in Eort Wayne, and at least some prospect 
of action that will lead to tlie elimination of the nuisance 
to a large degree, a recent utterance by Dr. AV. A. Evans, 
former city health commissioner at Chicago, is of: particu- 
lar interest and value. Dr. Evans omits all question oi 
finance from the proposition, ignores the element of waste 
in the issue, and argues solely from the standpoint of pub- 
lic health. 


There will be no disposition to question the harmful 


ness of air pollution by dust, smoke and bacteria whicl 
must inevitably be spread over a wide area of territory. 
One of the bad phases is. a soot fall that cannot fail 
to operate dcleterioiisly to the health of thousands of folk 
who are compelled to inhale it. We hear inur-h of the 
.value of pure air in our homes, but too little attention is 
'paid to keeping pure the outdoors air from which the snp- 
ply for our homes, our shops and our offices is drawn. "Wo 
permit it i o be polluted in many ways, and one of the most 
eoinmon of these is by the soot fall. 


Scientific computations offer some interesting figures. 


For instance, it has been found that in Pittsburg 1,03.1 
tons of soot to the square mile fall each year. Indianap- 
olis is but little better, the fall there being estimated atj 
1.200 tons annually on one particular square mile of terri- 
tory. European cities, who apparently appreciate both 
the wastefulness and the damage of the smoke nuisance 
and of soot fall, show much lower figures, though whether 
'of greater or of lesser degree, they indicate air pollution. 
No expert, so far as is known, has attempted to measure 
the soot-fall in Eort "Wayne, but even the casual observer 
will cheerfully agree that it is much too heavy for either 
the health or the comfort of the people. Definite and in- 
telligent action looking toward smoke prevention will 
..eradicate the most of it.
